Since lafe is marntained, infec, & reſpirands, 
by taking #2, and lettine forth Breath : but-when we 
can yo longer take in breath, we are ſaid expirare, to

is fitly reſembled toa bladder, puifed up with wind , 
which-being by any pricklet forth, the bladder fbri- 
-vels up; 'when we ceaſe to Breath , we' ceaſe to

et , death. knocks at Palaces as well as CjtAgeSs 
and cuts down the Zillzes of the. gardey as well as 
the graſs.of the Field... Itisnotunfitly taker notice 
of, The faced Hſoriay mentioning the Xing 
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'and Dukes of Eſas's race, only namerththe Dukes, but Gen: 35 
concerning every one of the Xixgs it is ſaid he died; 
indeed it was weedleſs to affirme it of the Dukes, who 
may well be conceived #:ortall , when Kings are ſo. 
Even taney who are Ralers aver men, muſt be ſubjec# 
to death, 2nd though they have power to —_ it up- 


on others,they are no way able OE themſelves

from it. It is reportedof Cardinall Woolefy, that 
he expoſtulated with himſelf what might prevem 
death : if money could doit, he had enoweh to buy a 
Crown z, if weapons, he had as many as would defend 
a Kingdome ;, if power, he had fufficient to conquer a 
Nation, bat alas.there is no weapon againſt death, it 
cannot be bribed by the richeſt, nor conquered by the 
great: 3 dye they muſt, and when they dye, their 
reath, their ſoul goeth forth, and their bodies yetwrne 
to the earth, hor of the greateſt Landlords are 
but Tenants at wilt totheir bodtes, and that not their 
own, but Gods, who many times againit their wils, 
turneth them out : according tothar of the Fſahmiſt, 
He cutteth off the Jpirit of Princes : In which reſpect Pal.

Shall his ſpirit go forth when tk will ? I, and 
when he will not, The bodies of the higheſt when 
the breath and ſoul is gone out of them, are but rotten 
Carcaſſes, and muſt be /aidin the earth, 

It you ook upon their extrattion,it is from no bet- 
ter an Original] then the mxeaneft, though their imme» 
diate deſcent be noble, yet the firft progenitor of them 
as well as others,was the earthly Adam, The Prince 
aud the Peazayt are of the fame earth, only the one a 
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little better monld, of the ſame wooll, only the one of 
alittle finer thred ; out of the ſame 2warry, only the 
o5e alittle ſmgother ſlones, lo juſtly may ercat men 
takeup thole words in Nehemiah, Our fleſh & as the 
fleſh of our Brethren, There 1s common du't and Saw 
duſt, Pin duit, Golden aut, and the pouder of Dia+ 
mons,andall is but du/?, The Beegar,theLabourer,the 
Tradeſman, the Noble man , the King are al-but 
earth. 

If you look upon their exd, it is the grave, the 
houſe of all living, like Nebuchadnezzars Image, not-. 
withſtanding their go/d and ſilver, their feet are clay, 
The rich and the poore (aith Solomon, meet together , 
{ometimes at ove hoard, in oxe bed, certainly in one 
Grave. The Nobleſt are but as flowers which peepe 
out of the earth, and flexriſh for a time, and when. 
the Winter of death cometh they retarn thither ; they 
are but as duff, which is raiſed up in the aire for a 
while, buta few drops of rain lay it preſently, It 
is the language of the French King.in his Epitaph, 


Terra fui quondam, rurſus [um terra; nihil ſum; 


I am again what once T was, earth. And among the 

ices of which the ointment for annointing the Kings |

Oh that 
they who dwell in ſumptuous buildings, would fre- 
quently wiſic the ruinoms Graves, It was a curſe upon 
the Serpent, that he ſhould cyeep on bis belly, aud 
eat du#t all the daies of his life , but furely it. were a 
blefSing to the higheſt in this world, if they would 
learne co doit in a ſpiritual ſenſe,by the coniderati- 
on of that duſt to which they muſt return. Happy is 
that Prince, Qui non minus ſe hominem eſſe, quam ho*> 
minibus preeſe meminerit, who-no leſs mindeth that 
he himſelf & a man, then that he ruleth over men, 
More particularly, it is that which would be pou” 
dered by them for a double end , that it may both 
W their pride, and curb their voluptuouſ- 
neſſe. | | 
I, Thereis no ſinne to which men are mofe prone 
then that of Pride : It is { Jike our ſbizr that ſin 
we put oz firſt, and put off loſt: Nor have any great- 
. Er temptations to this ſinne then great ones; - In alto 
ſttum, non altum pes difficile : Uſually men of 
high eſtates are high-minded. Nor is any thing 
more common, then for the bunch of *Pride to grow 
C 3 upon 
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upon the back of Honour, Among the-many An- 


. tidotes againſt this ſinne, none more effettuall then 


this to conſider that whileſt they 7ive, they are but 
enlivened clay, breathing du#t, moving aſhes ; and 
that when their breath goeth forth, they muſt ret#rs 
to the earth, They ſay that the tympany is cured by 
ſoaking the part with a dead mans hand; Sure 1 
am , the ſerious thought of death is an excellent . 
means to allay the ſmelling of Pride, If you put 
fire to Gun-powder which is made of earth, it will 
Slow up Towers. The fire of Meditation put to 
our earthy Original and end, will blow up the twr- 
ret of Pride, Tt is well obſerved that one of the 
ienes which Samuel gave Saul after he had-anornted 
him Xing, was that he.ſhould find two men by Ra- 
chels Sepulchre: For thisend perhaps, that where- 
as the being anointed Xing might puff him up, the 
ſteht of Rachels Sepulchre might hamblehim. Oh 
that you who exjoy the Honours and Dienities of 
this world would often think with your ſelves, 7 
muſt die, and when death comes, I muſt exchange 
my Palace for a Grave, my Robes for Duft ; T that 
am now attended on by men, muſt have wormes for my 
Companions ;, I that am now ſo high, muſt ere long 
- laid low; that ſo you may be meek and lowly in 
eart, 

That which may ſo much the more advance the 
efficacy of this thonghr in ſubduing the pride of great 
men, is that when once they are returned to the - 
earth; and this dunghit element hath ſer its foot up- 
on theif face, there is no difference between thews 
and others. There ( faith Fob of the Grave ) are 
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the great and (mak, Nor can we tell which is the 
duſt of the great , which of the ſmall, To this 
tended that ; Aarh bþ of Diogenes ,. when he told 
Alexander that he had been ſeeking his Father Phi- 
lips bones, but could not diſtsnguiſhbetween them and 
others. And for this reaton Alphonſwe putting the 
Queſtion, what it mas that did make high and low e- 
quall ? anſwered, Death. Pliny writeth of a River in 
* Spaine wherein. all the fb that are pnt., are of a. 
golden cologr, but being taken ons of it, they are of 
the ſame colour with other fiſhes. They who whi- 
leſt they live inthis world glitter with goldand ſol- 
ver, when taken out of it,. return ame earth 
with the reſt of mankind. Wehileſt. the Counters 
are-upon-the Table, one ſtands for five, another for 
tex: while the Chaſemen are upon the Board, ore is 
a. King, angther a Qucen, a third a Biſhop; a fourth 
a Knight, and thoſe have their ſeveral wa/ks, but 
when put into the bag; theyare all alike... Thus is 
it with men who ( though upon. the earth. they are 
of different orders and degrees, ) are alike, when 
they are caft into it.. And as the ſeveral kinds of 
herbs which are thrown into the Limbeck being di- 
filled make one_water, {0 they but one earth. E- 
pictetus when asked, What was common to-the King 
with the Begeer ?,, anſwered, to be,born, and #0.4ie : 
they cox into, and go out of the world, oxe.as well 
as the other, Nor 1s there any difference between 
themin the woxzb, and the tomb, Let not thole 
that are abowe, inſult over others ,, ſince.this, grand 
Leveller Death will one. day pat them. in the ſame 
condition with others, _ os | 
oy 2. This- 
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2, This Meditation of the goireg forth of the ſoul, 
and r&#wrnot the body, is a no lefle powerfull diſſwa- 


five from'a voluptuous life, then an haughty mind. 


Oh that you who have vivendi voluptatemthe plea- 
ſure of life, would contemplate moriends neceſſita- 
tem, the neceſſity of death: That you who have the 
world at will,would remember you have not death «t 
command.1 die((aid Eſa) and what good will my Birth- 
rieht do we ? Ohthar the voluptuous Epicure would 
ſay, I dis, and what good will my vain and ſenſual 
pleaſures do me! Agathocles when a King, having 
been-a Porters Sonne, drank in earthen Yeilels, It 
were not poſſeble men ſhould ſarfert at their Tables 
carouſe it in their Cups, would they eat and drin

delicacyes remember that they are earth, | 
Conſider this, you who ſpend.your dayey in eating 
and drinking, 1n playing and ſleepine, whoſe whole 
deſignis to pamper and feed, to Neck and adorn your 
bedtes to gratifie your fſenſes, and glut your ſelves 
with the Elichs ot the fleſh, Dic mihi «bs ſunt 4- 
watores mundi ?

Jets of our fear, and they will at laſt be found fooles, 
who divide them. When God ſaith, 1f 7 be a Maſter 
where i my fear, heintimaterh char fear is. due from 
the Servant to the Maſter; whilſt they li theyre 
above and over us, and therefore ought robe feared 
by s, but with a fear of reverence not diffidente ; 
and that bec2ule their power and  Honoxr is loonifaid 
in the duſt. Have we not ſometimes obſerved a Ba? 
toſſed up and ,down in thejaire, eyed and 'obſerwed 
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by every one which way it moveth, leaft it ſhould 
hit tem ; yea, and when it paſſeth by, they oftrimes 
ftoope to-it; andyer/it ts! nothing but the 541 0f a 
dead beaſt filed with wind, which is eaftly Jet ont : A 
fit embleme of Tyrants, who are ſo obſerved, and of 
whom we ſtand in ſomach awe, when yet theyare 
but »2ortal:men,whote breath quickly gozth forth. Put 
themin fear,oh Lord; (is the Prayer of the Pſalniſt,) 
that they may know themſelves to be but men. Indeed 
this conſideration, That the greateſt exemirs of the 
Church are but men, may put them 7» fear, and us 
out of fear ;, no wonder 1 God belpake his Church 
in that vehement. 7zterrogation, Who trt thou, that 
thou ſbouldſt be afraid of 'a man, that ſhall dye, and of 
the ſon-of man, which ſhall be made as Graſſe ? 
and therefore .as David reſolves, F.will por feare 
what fleſh can-do unto me, ſo let us not fear whit earth 
can ao arainit us, | + :

ation.Excellently doth-St.Chry/oſtomt'hete enlarge, . 
Hethat :Caunot defend himſelf, how ſhall he deliver a- 
nother *: Do.vot ſay he is a. Prince, for in this .he hath no 
greater previledge then the meane#, but is ſubject 
totbe ſambuncertainty of life : nay, that T may at once

The greateſt man 
is butan are of fleſh, which muſt rot, nay, 4 bruiſed 
reed, upon which it you lean youfall 4 fay not theres 
fore to'a piece ofclay,thow art my fear ,or my hope : to 
be afraid of the power,or dote on the favour of great 
men, are alike, not-only vai but curſed, 

3. Letud# of all ſorts lay this truth to heart, our 
breath will certainly, may ſpeedily go forth, Let 
good works be-in oor hands,whiles the breath is in our 
Noſt#ils, Our ſouls goeth forth at the hopre of death 
to be judged, letius labour for the revewing and _= 
ifying of our ſowls, that they may appear with bold- 
neſſe, We mult return to our earth, reſpice, proſpice

_ love into hatred, and ſo in a moment 
their mind being changed,their well-wiſhing thoughts 
vaniſh, * 

But more rationally, their thowghts periſh in that 
day wherein their perſons die, becauſe there is no 
gom_— of putting their purpoſes iN execation. 
"They per:ſhlike the ch1{de which comes to the Birth, 
and there is no ſtrength tobring forth ; or like fruit 
which is plucked ny it be ripe, Whileſt they 
live,we may be deceived 1n our expectations by the 
alteration of their minds ; but however their cond:- 
tion is mortal, and when that great change by death 
comes, their deſignes (how weſ{-loever meant ) 
mult wans ſucceſs. - 

From hence 1t folowerth, which is by ſome looked 
upon. as a part of the zxeaning of the words, that the 
thoughts or hopes of them wha#ruſt in them periſh. 
It is a true Apothegme, Major pars hominum expe- 
aando wmoritny ; Thegreateſt part of men periſh by 
expectation. And good ef 1 inaſmuch as theis 
expettation being miſplaced, R——_

Indeed, itis that ſad Providence which I cannot 
but #72#t102, as being fit to be laid to heart, how Al- 
mighty God hath nor only once, but again and again 
within alittle crrcuzt of time exemplified the truth of 
this DotFrixe inthis Noble Family. 

No lefle then three Perſons of Honour, the Fa- 
ther, the Son, the Grandſon, have in lefle then-two 
years been taken away by death, and that in the three 
leveral ages of life ; the Father in the evening of old 
age, the Sox in the noon of manhood, and the Graxd- 
ſon inthe zworn of youth, 

It ſeemed good to the wiſe God, who doth not 
look in the Church-Book to ſee who is eldeſt, and 
take men out in the ſame order that they come into 
this world, to begin with the youngeſt of the three, 
by death lopping off from this good!y tree a bloſſom- 
ing branch, which might in probability have flowrs- 

ſþb:d1ong, and brought torth much fruir. But when 
his ſurviving relatrons conſider what hath lately fal-

him, that he would ( through Divine Grace ) be 
more careful/ of his wayes. And though ir bathnor 
ſeemed good to divine wiſdom? to give him opportu- 
nity of performing his Prous and Penitent relolves, 
yet I hope they were fncere, and being ſo, I am ſure 
they are mercifully accepted by his gracious God. 

He was indeed willing to have l:ved longer, but 
for good ends ; namely, to amend bis own waies,and 
ſee Feruſalem in proſperity, and withall he defired to 
ſubmit to Gods will, and did wholly caft hizsſe/f on 
Chriſts merits tor his ſalvation.
